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MINUTES  OF  1960  TOWN  MEETING 


Hampton  Falls  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
3  o'clock  by  the  Moderator  Russell  Merrill,  Jr.  who  read 
the  Warrant,  and  notice  of  the  Direct  Primary. 

Town  Ballots  were  counted  and  602  were  found  to  be 
the  number  to  be  used. 

Primary  Ballots  were  counted  and  600  were  found  to 
be  the  number  of  Republican  Ballots  and  75  Democrat 
Ballots  to  be  used. 

Polls  were  declared  open. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  o'clock.  Prayer  was 
offered  by  Reverend  Everett  Scruton  and  a  moments 
silence  observed  in  memory  of  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Brown. 
Mr.  Scruton  expressed  appreciation  for  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  while  the  Church  is  being  renovated.  The 
Flag  was  saluted  by  all. 

The  Moderator  ruled  "Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the 
budget  or  Warrant  is  finished,  no  further  action  may  be 
taken  on  it,  with  the  exception  of  one  reconsideration, 
in  case  of  error  or  misunderstanding." 

Motion  made  by  George  Pond,  Seconded  by  Arnold 
Rasmussen  to  recess  another  half  hour.     Motion  car- 
ried.

Motion  was  made  by  George  Pond,  seconded  by  Al- 
phonse  Lemire  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  Town  Officers  Expenses.     Carried. 

Motion  was  made  by  Louis  Janvrin,  Seconded  by 
George  Pond,  the  sum  of  $300.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  Election  and  Registration  Expenses.  Mo- 
tion Carried.

Motion  by  George  Pond  to  amend  the  Motion  by 
changing  "the  sum  of  $300.00"  to  $500.00,  Seconded  by 
Donald  Janvrin.  Amendment  carried.  Motion  as  a- 
mended  carried.

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TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  in 
the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Hampton  Falls  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March,  next,  at  three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  chose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $264.80  for  Town  Road  Aid.  The  State 
to  contribute  $1,765.32. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $1,845.84  in  payment  for  services  to 
the  Town  by  the  Hampton  Falls  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Signed  by  thirteen  voters. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $144.00  to  defay  the  cost  of  new  and 
special  equipment  necessary  to  the  Town  Clerks  execu- 
tion of  requirements  imposed  by  the  new  Uniform 
Commercial  Code,  adopted  by  the  1959  Legislature, 
effective  July  1,  1961. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  fol- 
lowing Amendment  to  the  Building  Code  and  Zoning 
Ordinance,  Section  III  (Residential  District),  by  add- 
ing thereto  the  following: 
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5.  Signs. 

a.  Signs,  billboards,  pasters,  placards,  or  any 
other  visual  means  of  commercial  advertising 
relating  to  products,  activities,  or  services  not 
produced,  served  or  sold  at  a  place  of  business 
in  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  shall  be  pro- 
hibited in  any  part  of  the  Town. 

b.  No  sign  shall  exceed  40  square  feet  in  total 
area,  and  only  one  such  sign  shall  be  placed 
on  a  lot  or  building  except  in  the  case  of  a 
more  than  one  family  house  on  a  lot  or  more 
than  one  use,  in  which  case  the  total  signs 
pertaining  to  the  uses  shall  not  exceed  40 
square  feet  in  area. 

c.  No  moving,  flashing  or  animated  light  sign 
shall  be  erected  or  used  in  the  Town  of  Hamp- 
ton Falls. 

d.  Signs  advertising  local  services  or  products 
sold  at  a  local  place  of  business  shall  not  be 
erected,  posted,  painted,  or  displayed  other- 
wise within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any 
cemetery,  memorial  park,  public  school,  mu- 
nicipal building,  Post  Office,  church  or  other 
public  building  or  park  except  those  signs  or 
posters  that  relate  to  activities  or  services  for 
which  such  public  property  was  created. 

e.  No  signs  of  any  nature  shall  be  placed  in  such 
a  position  as  to  endanger  traffic  on  a  street, 
road,  or  highway  by  obscuring  a  clear  view 
for  entering,  merging,  or  through  traffic  or 
pedestrians. 

f .  No  signs  shall  be  so  constructed  or  so  placed 
as  to  cause  confusion  by  their  location  or  sim- 
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ilarity  to   official   street   or   highway  signs 
relating  to  hazards. 

g.  Any  advertising  sign  erected,  emplaced,  at- 
tached or  otherwise  installed  shall  be  subject 
to  prosecution  as  provided  under  Section  V, 
and  penalty  as  provided  under  Section  VIII, 
paragraph  1.,  of  the  Building  and  Zoning 
Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  fol- 
lowing Amendment  to  the  Building  Code  and  Zoning 
Ordinance,  Section  II  of  the  Building  Regulations  as 
Authorized  under  Section  18-21,  inclusive,  Chapter  176, 
Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  by  adding 
thereto  the  following. 

"A  Building  Permit  must  be  posted  prominently 
on  the  site  of  construction." 
so  that  said  Section  shall  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  II 

No  building  construction  shall  be  started  or  altera- 
tions of  existing  buildings  of  an  estimated  cost  of 
more  than  $400.00  until  a  permit  thereof  had  been 
issued  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  except  no 
permit  shall  be  required  for  repairs  considered  neces- 
sary in  the  ordinary  run  of  wear  and  tear. 

A  Building  Permit  must  be  posted  prominently  on 
the  site  of  construction. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law. 

9.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
Falls  will  adopt  the  following  Ordinance : 

Require  all  pedlers,  vittlers,  solicitors  (whether  by 
telephone  or  door  to  door)  to  be  registered  and  re- 
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corded  with  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Hampton 
Falls,  or  its  authorized  representative.  A  registration 
fee  of  $2.00  per  solicitor  to  be  charged  to  defray  the 
cost  of  registration  and  identification.  The  fee  of 
$2.00  may  be  waived  at  the  discretion  of  the  Select- 
men or  its  authorized  representative. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  necessary  sum  to  improve  the  road  known  as 
Brown's  Lane,  so  called.  Signed  by  Nathaniel  H.  Young 
and  nine  others. 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate,  for  economic  advance- 
ment of  the  Town  through  publicity  and  promotional 
services  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Associa- 
tion, in  co-operation  with  other  communities,  the  sum  of 
$160.00. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $300.00  for  Brush  and/or  Poison  Ivy 
removal. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approp- 
riate the  sum  of  $300.00  toward  the  control  of  infected 
trees. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  the  Town 
Auditors  for  three  year  terms,  beginning  in  1962  by 
election,  one  auditor  for  one  year,  one  auditor  for  two 
years,  and  one  auditor  for  three  years,  then  one  auditor 
each  year  thereafter. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the 
zoning  board  to  7  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  Trustees  of  the  Hampton  Falls  Free  Library  feel 
that  1960  has  been  a  very  successful  year.  Our  "Li- 
brary Week"  exhibit  was  well  attended  by  people  from 
surrounding  towns  as  well  as  by  our  own  townspeople. 
We  were  one  of  the  ten  libraries  in  the  state  receiving 
prizes  for  the  best  exhibits. 

The  installation  of  a  chandelier,  which  formerly  hung 
in  the  town  hall,  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity 
of  Mrs.  George  Brown  and  the  fine  supervision  of  Mr. 
Edwin  Janvrin.  This  was  brought  about  by  Mrs. 
Brown's  excellent  rug  exhibit  whereby  we  realized 
$224.50.  The  expenses  of  installing  the  chandelier  and 
rug  exhibit  netted  to  $155.94  giving  the  Library  a  net 
profit  of  $68.56  which  is  earmarked  for  books. 

Gifts  have  been  received  such  as  books,  bookcase, 
pictures  etc.  for  which  the  Trustees  have  been  very 
grateful. 

Story  hour  is  held  twice  a  month  at  the  Library  and 
very  much  enjoyed  by  the  children.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


January  3,  1961 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the 

School  District  of  Hampton  Falls: 

"I  view  education  as  the  most  important  subject  we  as 
a  people  can  be  engaged  in." 

Abraham  Lincoln 

I  wish  to  take  a  few  moments  of  your  time  to  submit 
my  third  and  final  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  I  have  enjoyed  serving  you  and  wish  to  thank 
you  for  your  part  in  the  granting  of  the  matchless  op- 
portunities that  have  come  my  way. 

The  Lincoln  Akerman  school  is  keeping  pace  with  the 
progress  in  education.  While  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
do  all  that  many  of  us  would  wish  to  do,  nonetheless, 
continued  forward  movement  has  been  accomplished. 

This  has  been  due,  in  most  part,  to  the  competent 
staff  that  has  been  employed  by  your  School  Board.  I 
was  pleased  that  every  member  of  the  1959-60  staff 
chose  to  return  and  I  am  hopeful  that  a  repeat  of  this 
will  be  your  lot  for  the  forthcoming  year. 

You  well  know  of  their  accomplishments  so  I  will 
not  take  the  time  to  review  them.  Mr.  Nicholas  Kon- 
tinos,  your  Principal  and  Grade  Six  Teacher,  possesses 
the  happy  combination  of  an  excellent  instructor  with 
the  indefatigable  energy  of  a  superior  administrator. 
This  partnership  results  in  "tight  ship".  The  other 
members  of  the  faculty,  Mrs.  Mahoney,  Mrs.  Marston, 
Miss  Harvey,  and  Mr.  Shevenell  perform  equally  well 
in  their  own  way.  Your  generous  granting  of  a  substan- 
tial salary  increase  manifested  your  satisfaction  and 
appreciation.  I  hope  the  same  holds  true  for  this  year. 
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The  budget,  not  completed  at  this  date,  will  show 
increases  in  about  the  same  areas  as  last  year,  Teachers' 
salaries  and  tuition.  Other  areas  will  vary  with  some  be- 
ing slightly  increased  and  others  showing  a  downward 
trend.  Some  of  the  latter  reflects  adequate  expenditures 
over  the  past  few  years  while  the  former  is  indicative 
of  additional  needs  in  specific  areas. 

Our  Supervisory  Union,  after  an  attempt  to  reor- 
ganize with  a  reduction  in  size,  will  remain  as  consti- 
tuted for  another  year.  The  School  Boards,  of  all  eight 
districts,  are  again  submitting  to  the  citizens  the  article 
concerning  an  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent.  This 
item  warrants  your  favorable  reaction. 

One  item  that  I  wish  to  discuss  is  the  inclusion  in 
special  articles  of  a  modest  sum  for  an  assistant  teacher 
to  aid  with  the  reading  program  and  a  small  sum  to 
provide  clerical  assistance  to  the  Principal  to  free  him 
for  more  teaching  activities.  At  the  present  time  we 
find  that  the  large  grades,  two  of  which  are  combined, 
could  well  use  the  service  of  another  teacher,  especially 
in  the  area  of  reading. 

Because  there  is  not  sufficient  room  in  the  building 
to  accomodate  a  full-time  Teacher,  the  School  Board 
offers  you  the  opportunity  to  authorize  a  part-time  per- 
son. I  think  this  is  money  well  invested  and  hope  that 
you  will  support  your  School  Board. 

At  this  point  I  feel  that  I  should  mention  the  need  for 
more  space  at  the  Akerman  School  and  urge  that  you 
approve  any  proposal  that  will  lead  to  this  provision. 
This  item  has  been  decisively  defeated  at  the  last  two 
school  district  meetings  but  it  still  is  worthy  of  your 
attention,  and  support. 

The  provision  of  a  part-time  clerical  assistant  is  to 
enable  your  Principal  to  spend  less  time  in  administra- 
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tive  work  and  more  in  the  classroom.  This  is  another 
fine  idea  and  one  that  merits  your  approval. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  with  the  oper- 
ation of  the  Akerman  School.  The  School  Board,  the 
staff,  volunteer  aides,  interested  citizens,  civic  groups, 
and  the  personnel  of  the  central  office,  with  special 
mention  of  Mis  Leota  Whitcomb,  Helping  Teacher,  and 
Miss  Edith  Hammond,  Executive  Assistant;  all  have 
contributed  to  the  accomplishments  achieved 

Again,  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
you.  My  best  wishes  for  the  future  success  of  your 
school  and  community.
